In 1871 there were 61,062 ships in the 
world with an aggregate tonnage of 18,244, 
588. Of these 57,727 were sailing vessels and 
4,386 steamers. In 1870 the shipe numbere: 
62.650, of which 59,518 were sailing vesee's 
and 4,132 steamers. The statistics show the 
increase in the number of steam-hips, and a 
diminution of sailing veesels. 

Of these Grest Britain has 19,192, and the 
United States 7,002 sailing veascls, and Great 
Britain 2,528 and the United States 4% 
steemers. This gives an aggregate of 21,720 
to Great Britain and 7512 to the United 
States, or three toone. This comparative 
inferiority of our own country in the matter 
of shipping is due to the Radical policy tha! 
has steadily reduced our shipping interests 
Germany ranks sixth io ber marine. France, 
Italy and Nofway arc sli ahead of Germany. 
Russia ranks tenth. 

These interesting statistics are prepared by 
a French Bureau.

Public Bchools, Its perusal will prove in- 
siructive, It is a document of deep interest.

The receipts this week are 122,000 bales— 
26,000 more than last year, and 16,000 more 
than two yearssince. Itislikely the receipts 
for next week will be about 120,000 bales 
compared with 106,000 last year, and 132,000 
the year before; and the receipts at the inte 
rior towns 40,009 bales, compared with 35,000 
last year, and 41,000 the year before. 


This week the.weather has been clear and 
pleasant five days, and partially cloudy, 
windy and cool for two days, with a light 
rain ove night, and a heavy, white frost one 
night. The week generally has been much 
the coolest of the season, the thermometer 
averaging 63 degrees at noon. The indica- 
tions are we shal] have a heavy killing frost 
throughout the cotton growing region within 
two weeks. As we write there is a cold, 
light rain falling. 


Our readers will remember these articles 
are written for the cotton week, closing Fri- 
day night and beginning again Saturday 
morning. 

The market in New Yerk was active aad 
higher for the first four days of the week, 
with sales of 14,000 bales. The last two days 
have been smaller sales, (only 4,000 bales) 
and prices weak and drooping; closing at 
the same price as last Friday—19fc. This 
fluctuating market has been due to a corner 
in October contracts, caused by a large bear 
interest, and a small stock of available cot- 
ton in New York, added to which there has 
been one cent decline in gold—that article 
closing at 11} premium. As the price has 
been forced up at an unnatural time of the 
year, there will now be a strong pressure to 
force it down again, many persons expecting 
a decline of at least one centa pound. We 
see no reason for this, and do not think the 
price will go below 19} at thistime. The 
last half cent rise was aa unnatural one, and 
we do not expect any serious decline now, 
with a small quantity of American cotton 
everywhere, and Manchester higher and firm 
for yarns and fabrics. In this connection we 
would add, that although there have been 
complaints from Manchester of dull trade 
and no profit, caused, principally, by the high 
price of coal and higher prices paid to ope- 
ratives, (‘hese two items alone adding to the 
cst of manufacturing § of a pound,) stil] 
the sales and experts of goods from 
Great Britain, so far this year, have 
been 2 percent. on cloth and 5 per cent. on 
yarns over the very large bales of 1871, when 
cotton and goods were very much cheaper 
than this year. Theexport of yarns for Sep- 
tember was 29 per cent. more than the same 
month Iast year,and much of the surplus 
stock which has been weighing down thai 
market has been sold. 

Liverpool has been active with large sales 
and a rise of one-fourth of a penny. Thisis 
due to the facts stated above—to the active 
market on this side, and to the small stock of 
all kinds in Liverpool, particularly Ameri- 
can, of which there are only 36,000 bales, 
one-half of which is unfit for spinning pur-

As weare now at the end of two months 
we will revise our estimate of receipts. 

We agtin comoare with 1869; as the re 
ceipts that year were the largest per cent of 
any since the war, being up to and including 
November 1st, 490,000 bales; which was 16 
per cent of the total receipt at the ports. This 
year the receipts have been 645,000 bales, for 
the same time. Taking the receipts as a basis 
it makes this crop 4,185,900 bales. Taking 
the per cent as a basis it makes this crop 4, 
031,000 to be received at the port; to which 
must be added for overland and Southers 
consumption, 250,000 more; making total 
crop 4,281,000. But as these figures are much 
too large, we suppose there hag been 19 per 
cent of the crop received up to and including 
November ist, making total crop 3,650,000 
bales; which is our present estimate. Our 
own spinners are taking much larger amount 
than ever before; having taken fortwo months 
150,000 bales, compared with 108,000, 114,906 
131,000 and 100,000 for the past four years 
same time. Theexports to foregin countries 
for two months are 245,000 compared witb 
183,000, 242,000 and 207,000 for the past three 
years same time. 

The exports to the continent are very large 
this year, being to this date 94,000, compared 
with 17,000, 20,090, and 89,000 for the past 
three years, same time. This shows they are 
nearly bare of American cotton, and are wil- 
ling to buy at present prices. The stock at 
Havre is now 233,000 bales, only 25,000 of 
which is American; last year the stock was 
120,000, 55,000 of which was American. Our 
last London letter states that it is not likely 
the rate of interest will be raised again this 
year; and if it should be reduced it would be 
much easier to carry large stocks of cotton 
than itis atthe present time, As to the 
price, we think it dangerous to be short of 
cotton just now ; even if the market should 
decline, the profit will not pay for che risk.

Old Bergh on the Rampage---Stag- 
nation of Business--Fortunes 
Lost---Peopie Jolly--- 

A Plague. 


At 11:39 yesterday morning Mr. Bergh, ac- 
companied by Superintendent Hartfieid, Mr 
Evans, and other members of his staff, sta- 
tioned himself on the Third avenue track at 
Fifth street and the Bowery. In about two 
minutes a crowd numbering not leas than a 
thousand persons surrounded Mr. Bergh, and 
the street was soon blocked. Mr. Bergh haa 
determined to stop euch horses atiached to 
Third avenue cars as he deemed unfit to 
work, and he began at once. Policemen 
were on the spot to keep back the throng 
Phe up care were not stopped. The first car 
which arrived on the down track was driven 
into the crowd, and then stopped by 
Mr. Bergh. Policemen were ready to enforce 
his orders if necessay. Mr. Bergh carefully 
examined the horses, and ordered them taken 
back to the stables. The order was obeyed, 
the passencers disembarked without much 
grambling, and the car was switched upon 
the up track and started back toward the sta 
bles. This was continuel until 4:30, during 
which time but seven cars were passed. In a 
brief time after this work was begua the road 
was blocked with cars. Mr. Bergh continued 
the examination. A majority of the specta-. 
tors seemed to approve his action, as many 
of them saidso. Almost withouf exception 
the drivers took the situation good naturedly, 
and quietly applied the brake and brouglt 
their horses to a standstill when they had 
reached Mr. Bergh. About one tram in ten 
was allowed to pass. Nearly all the horses 
were running at the nose, but now and then 
after inspecting a span Mr. Bergh said, 
“Well, those horses are in very fair bodily 
condition, and you can drive on.” The 
speech moire common'!y heard was, “Take 
your horses back to the stable.” The drivers 
looked on smiling while Mr. Bergh was 
making the examination, and when the edict 
weat forth, many of them unshackled their 
teams with the jocular remark to the crowd. 
“Look out for these horses. They'll kick.” 
Whereupon the crowd looked at the jaded 
beasts, and laughed when they thought of the 
impossibility of the animals kicking. Many 
of the drivers responded to the order “Take 
that team off,” with a cheery “All right,” 
while a few weregram and sulien.

pressure will be largely removed. . Were 
every horse in the city to begin work this 
morning in his usual health it woald be ten 
days ere the business of forwarders and 
suippers could sssume its wonted regu- 
larity. Merchandise of all kinds is at jeast 
one week behind time in delivery.

We oftimes hear of a man reciprocating 
a done him years before, and per- 
haps entirely obliterated from the mind of

Hat in hand, his face emaciated 
and dirty from neglect and want of time to 
attend to his ablutions, stood to boy, while 
looking at him with eyes resplendent with 
kindnese and ‘eaming with generosity, 
stood a man of thirty or thirty-five, who, 
as he handed him the water, inquired 
if he lived near there. The boy shook 
his head, and as he did so the tears 
trickled down his cheek. The old man 
looked at him and placing his hand on his 
shoulder, said, “Come in, my bey, and eat 
something.” The boy, only too glad to see any 
place wherejfond, good clean food could be 
iven him, accepted the proposition; thus, 
n this way this boy became an inmate of 
this house wherejhe remained for one year sur- 
rounded by every kindness that heart could 
wish for or money devise, yet his propensity 
and desire for roaming seemed to 
impregnate his every thought § and 
despite the kind, Fatherly and Motherly 
advice extended to him, one day, about a 
year from the time he first became a sharer 
of the hospitality of this house, a wandering 
circus again made its appearance in town, 
and #0 much enraptured was our hero witb 
the surroundings, and the enchanting (to him) 
smell of. the “saw dust,” that when they left 
. the town, the boy was once more, a member 
of a traveling circus but destined, as we will 
show subsequently, to become the owner and 
proprietor of one. 

Time, in ite wonderful revolutions, devclops 
strange facts, and 60 it was in this case. 
exacuy four years, the boy manager and 
proprietor, (for he was hardly twenty-one) 
visited the house of his benefactor, and 
alinost father; but oh, how changed! Now 
a man in feeling, heart and principle, and 
with all the necessaries of life, surrounding 
him and promises of a useful future before 
him, stood grasping the hand of him who had 
been, in bis poverty and hunger, a true, warm 
friend. Of course every one of that household 
was happy, and none more so than our 
boy Manager. Thus began a friendship 
which, as years rolled on, and our circus pro- 
prietor arose from the owner of a small one- 
tented show, to be the proprietor of one of 
the finest and most collossal exhibitions that 
ever went South, and each summer as the 
shows of which he was the proprietor went 
through Augusta county, the village of 
Staunton bad to be a resting point, and the 
house of Mr. Britingham, the spot, where 
many an exchange of felicity and renewings 
of unbounded friendship took place.

of the many towns of the flourishing State,
